While I regret that there is doubt 
funds will be possible in the appropration for the 
year 1939-40 for the sug estd work, after confer- 
ence with the teacher, Mr.MacKinnon, I believe we 
have found a solution to our problem, if it is 
approved by the Department. 

The younger children coming to school 
are void or lacking in English speaking and not only 
has the teacher to educate them in the regular way, 
but in many cases really has to teach the child to 
talk and understand English. 

This takes so much of his time that 
it deprives the higher grades of the attention that 
they really require. Our suggestion is that the 
morning session, perhaps extended for a half or an 
extra hour be wholly given to the lower classes and 
the afternoon be wholly given to the higher grades. 
Ve. McKinnon, is willing to give the extra hours each 
day and I would recommend that an increase in salary 
to meet the extra hours would greatly encourage him 
to carry on the excellent work he is doing in our 
school.

The windows 
had to be done, a few panes of glass installed, the floor 
serubbed, the boards cleaned etc., and I considered that 
it would be very unfair to the new janitor to insist that

this be done for &he usual salary. The other janitor 
had left the reserve temporarily. All this work was done for

the allowance provided. 
I feel that to expect a janitor to scrub 


a school of this size onge & month or even once & quarter 
along with the usual labor of making kindling, fires, 

making the usual repairs around a school, eto for a fee of 
five dollars per month that you are getting one hundred cents 
out of every dollar. The school in question is approx. 

20' x 44' which is a great deal of scrubbing. It is also heated 
by a furnace, not the usual small school stove. I have been 
expecting the janitors to keep order and trespassers away 
from school property, mow the grass occasionally,etc which 
{involves a great deal of time and labor. To supplement the 
shall fee I, ocassionally,give the janitor & load of wood. 
Were it not for this there would be no janitors available 

for at least two of our day schools.

With reference to your letter of the l2th re 
Mrs. Brooks. She never advises me when she requires any- 
thing, but seems to run to you with all her troubles. I 
have about 125 cords of wood cut on what is known as the 
rifle range lot back of the Millbrook reserve. This was 
cut last year but on account of having no snow it was 
impossible to get it out. The first snow this winter I 
arranged to have a team start hauling it out and up until 
the snow failed us they were hauling steady and distributing 
same to the Indian families on relief. Mrs, Brooks received 
two loads of this wood, and from what I can understand her 
gon Charlie stole quite a bit of this from her. Have been 
waiting for more snow so I could get the balance of this 
wood out. I am up against the same proposition on this 
reserve and short of wood because of unfavourable hauling 
conditions. Will try and get her a load from here to keep 
her going at the earliest possible date. The school was 
closed down for one day on account of water in the cellar, 
that was at the time of the big rain. This place has been 
ditched a good many times, but cannot seem to w ercome it. 
fo have it fixed properly it would incur quite an expense 
which the Indian Affairs Branch do not feel like spending 
on this school.

The allotment of locations on the Creelman property 
in question was made, as you suggested, by the 
Indians particularly interested drawing tickets 
bearing numbers corresponding to those on a plan of 
the locations, with which Mr. W. F. Jennison, M.E, 
provided me, and which was perfectly understood 

by all present at the meeting. This method had 
the approval of both Halifax and Truro Indians, 
However, in the end, those who got the better 
locations were well satisfied, while those getting 
inferior ones were not. 


With regard to lot 12, which contains the Creelman 
dwelling and other buildings, I suggested to the 
Indians the advisability of using it as a teacher's 
residence, and they were very favourable impressed 
with the idea. I recommend that it be retained by 
the Department for that purpose, because it seems to 
be something of a bone of contention among several 
ef the Indians, and if none of them get it, I 
believe that all concerned will be well pleased.

As the Government of Nova Scotia has withdram 
its Indian school grants, I think the only course open to the 
Department is to make up the deficiency. In order to make the 
rate of pay $3500 to all achools, we will have to increase the 
appropriation next year by #400. For the current year it will 
be possible to give the increase from existing appropriations. 
At the end of the fiscal year 1902-1905 there remained $1,700 
of the vote wexpended, and I think it will be safe to count 
on a surplus for the current year.

Mr. Roche: I cannot tell the hon, member, 


Mr. Carroll; It is a rather peculiar state of affairs if we 
are to pase estimates for Indian education all over the coun- 
try without being in a position to know whether the teachers 
erg qualified. I think the minister should be in a position 
to tell me whether licensed teachers or backwoodsmen are 
teaching the children in the Province of Nova Scotia in which 
I am interested, 


MR. Roche; I understand that no teacher is employed in any 
school unless he is properly qualified. 


Mr. Carroll; Last year it was proved to the hilt in this 
House that the young man succedding Miss Devereaux was mot 
Qualified under the Provincial Education Act of Nova Scotia. 


Mr. Roche: I have a hazy recollection of having read the pe- 
pers in connection with that and of the discussion that took 
place. I understand that Miss Devereaux was dismissed for 
very strong reasons, opening school after ten o'clock in the 
morning __ 


Mr. Carroll: I eam not finding fault with her dismissal, but 
with the fact that the person appointed in her stead was not 
qualified, The provincial inspector of schools refused to 
visit the school on that account. Has the department seen 
to it that that school hase now a qualified teacher? 


Ur. Chisholm 
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Mr. A.W. Chisholm: I think the minister will find he has 
something to attend to with respect to the qualifications 
of teachers for Indian Schools. It is all very well to say 
that a teacher is qualified because somebody else says 60, 
but there sre certain qualifications required by the Pro- 
vincial Education Acts, and the minister cannot hope to 
have Indian schools in their proper condition unless he sees 
that every teacher possesses the recognized qualifications. 
I’ cannot: understend how this Malagawetch teacher can have 
the qualifications. I had the opportunity of recommending 
a couple of men myself as teachers at Indian schools, but I 
took very creat care that the persons I recemmended were 
qualified under the provincial lew. 


Mr, Roche: I understand that teachers are appointed on the 
recommendation of the Indian agents and inspectors. Person- 
ally I am notnawere of any complaints having been made to 
the department with regard to the qualifications of those 
teachers, except the case that came up lest yeer, and I am 
not sure whether that particular teacher is still employed. 
Perhaps he is etter qualified by this time. It is not 60 
very unusual a thing to have an Indian teacher, 


Mr. A. W. Chisholm: I quite recognize that. I am not re- 
flecting on his appointment because he is an Indian, but I 
know this men very well and I can hardly see how he could 
possess the meaeusaxx qualifications. Thet is just the 
point, Men are sent out to teach without the necessary 
license. It is quite possible that that may be done success- 
fully in some cases, but it is opening the door to a very 
dangerous practice, It is quite possible that politics may 
enter into this thing and that an inspector may be induced 


to recommend a person who has not the necessary qualifica- 
tions, but if that practice is to be followed there will be 
a great deal of trouble, 


Mr. Roche: We have adopted a rule to have qualified teachers 
wherever possible, but in some cases we are not able to get 
qualified teachers for Indian schools, then we get the best 
qualified person we can,

He also atates that this gonool and the equipment 
do not cospare with our other Indian achools in Cape Breton 
ehich he hae visited, and that this buildin and equipment 
have been neglected and very much 80. He further states that, 
as the janitor had been away, there was no fire for two weeks 
previous to his visit and the school was far from comfortable. 


I have to request that you will forward a report 


regarding the repairs and painting required, giving an estimate 


of the cos 


You should also enquire as to whether the janitor 
hae been attending to his duties, as there does not appear to 
be any reason why the children should suffer from want of heat. 
If the janitor sas absent, it is thought that the teacher could 
have arranged to have the older boye light the fires and se¢ 
that sufficient heat was provided.

Please discuss this matter with the the teacher 
and ascertain whether she, with the sssistance of the older 
Tl pupils, could prepare this hot lunoh and arrange for 

serving of same. f arr mente can be made for its 
serving, it will be necessary to furnish the supplies and 
you may purchase a number of enamel cups, one kettle, one 
large saucepan, 2 dishpans and a mall quantity of dish 
towelling as well as sufficient biscuits, cheese, cocoa, 
sugar and condensed milk sufficient for the serving of the 
meal. The Department will rely.on you to see that no 
unnecessary expense is inourred in the purchase of the 
supplies. We will expect to hear from you, stating 
whether you have been able to arrange with the teacher 
for the serving of this hot lunch.

I beg to report that I have recently inspected the indian 
Day School at Chapel Island Reserve ard wish to advise you that 
conditions there could be much better. than they are. the school 
building itself is in a fair state of repair although being a 
little on the small side. There should be three new desks installed 
to take care of a full attendance properly. ‘the teacher also 
should have a new desk. There should be a new heater installed. 
The present one is a wood stove and it is badly in need of repairs. 
The great fault to be found with stoves of that type is that student 
sitting near the stove are too warm,while those sitting in a more 
remote part of the room do not get an equal amount of heat. 

I would suggest that a new heater of the air circulator“ 
type be installed in this school. Other things that are required 
for the school are: 2 doz.drinking cups, 2 wash basins, 6 towels 
and one water pail. 

The attendance here is fair. In the past there has been a 
great amount of loitering about the premises by the young people 
at night. This practice,on several occassions,has been the cause 
of much damage being done here, Strict orders have been issued 
to all the Indians of that reserve that the school grounds are 
out of bounds to all during the hours that the school is not in 
session and the teacher has been instructed to report any further 
complaints of this kind. Thus we hope to improve conditions 
eventually. I trust thag you will see fit to authorize the above 
recommendations please.

In reply I have to say that the Department 
is pleased to note the improvement in the work at this 
school under the charge of Miss MacDonald. As she 
will undertake the instruction of the pupils in 
sewing and knitting, you may arrange for the purchase 
and delivery of the following materiale: 2 webs 
flannelette, 3 doz. spools white thread, 3 packages 
needles, 5 ins. 4-ply knitting yarn and 15 sets 
knitting needles. 
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You may also arrange to have several loads 
of avel placed around the grounds outside the 
building. This gravel should be properly graded. 

It is noted that the cost of the gravel will be 
approximately $15. 


After the sewing material has been 
purchased and the work in hauling and levelling 
the gravel has been completed, you should forward 
aacounts, in duplicete, properly certifiet, covering 
the expenditure incurred.

In reply I have to say that, as our funds this 
year are extremely limited, it will only be possible to authorize 
an expenditure not exceeding the sum of $8 per month during the 
period from December let, next, to April 30th, following - five 
months. The supplies for the junch should consist of milk, 
cocoa and sugar, and, if fundz permit, biscuits and cheese. 
Itemized accounts, in triplicate, covering the expenditure 
inourred should be obtained, and these you should attach to 
proper voucher forms, certify in the usual manner and for- 
ward for payment from time to time.

Sydney, C. B., December 20th to 23rd, 1909. 


The fourth session of the Teachers’ Normal Institute for the Six Eastern Counties of Nova Scotia will be held 
in the City of Sydney commencing on the 2oth day of December, 1909. This date has been selected as, perhaps, 
when everything is considered, the most suitable in the term. It is a time when school work is somewhat relaxed 
and when the closing of the schools for a week will not interfere appreciably with the progress of the pupils, On 
account of Christmas falling this year on Saturday there will be only three days for Institute work and it will in 
consequence be necessary to have a teaching session on one of the afternoons. But is hoped that b7 extending the 
sittings a little and by shortening the lessons to a small extent nearly as much ground can be covered in three days 
as used to be covered in four days on former occasions. 


The work of the Institute will again consist malnly of teaching exercises as the time-table indicates. For 
these the very best teachers obtainable will be secured. By means of a question box or similir arcang2ment all 
those present will be given opportunities to make any inquiries they may wish regarding teaching, school managt~ 
ment, school law or any other matter in any way connected with school affairs. Times, of which ample notice wil! 
be given, will be set apart for the answering of these inquiries. It is expected that this feature of the session will 
prove of great value to everybody concerned and all are strongly urzed to avall themselves of it. It would bea 
good idea for teachers from now onward to make notes of the points regarding which they may require advice or 
enlightenment, A number of the most prominent Prov'nclal educationists will be invited to attend and to assist in 
this and other departments of the work. On one of the evenings a meeting open to the public generally will be 
held at which addresses on educational topics will be delivered by competent persons, 


It may not be amiss to remind the teachers of the Counties interested that this Iastitute has been devised and is 
maintained solely for their benefit. The Inspectors who have charge of it are obliged, as one of their duties, to have 
a session held every second year. Their single purpose in the whole matter is to assist the teachers of their Divis 
ions and, this being so, they expect that every teacher will render all the aid possible, in making every meeting « 
success, A few teachers will be entrusted with the conduct of the sp:c imen lessons. A few will have to attend to 
the providing of classes and of accommodation for visitors. But of the great majority of teachers in the territory 
concerned nothing is asked except their attentive presence at the sessions. Teachers with no training or littl 
experience are urged to attend, if at all possible, in order that they may learn; those whose ability is recognized are 
asked to come mainly that they may help along a worthy cause, But it may safely be predicted that every teachey 
whether of great or little experience, who shall come determined to play an earnest part in the work, will find 
ample opportunity for profitable employment. 


The tine necessarily lost from their schools by those who attend will, as usual, be allowed as regards payment of 
Provincial Aid and Municipal Fund, It is hoped that school boards will encourage their teachers to be present ax 
improved work during the balauce of the term will compensate many times over for the four days lost. 


The usual atrangements respecting reduced fares on railways and steamboats will be made, if possible. Thos- 
who travel by the I. R. C. should get single tickets and a standird certificate, On small loci lines, stage, rati or 
boat, it would be well for teachers to ask their owa insprctors to make the necessary arrangements. 


Those who wish to have accommodations provided for them in Sydoey will sive themselves probable incor ven 
ience by communicating with Mr. A. W Woodill, Principal of the Centrs! School, Sydney, C. B., Chairman of th 
Local Committee, at least a week before the opening of the session. Teachers who travel by the I. R. C. will be met 


at the station Monday evening.

The great obstacle to aa in Indian Schools 


which I vieit is the fact that the children know so lit- 
tle about English, and es they never attempt to speak 

it among themselves at school or at home, improvement is 
very slow, Teachers shoulé endeavour to get them to talk 
more in clase, partucularly in discussing the meaning of 
the words ond phrases in the reading lessons. Where their 
powers of observation snd memory have room to paiay they 
are apt to do reslly well, For instence they spell as well 
as white children and usually their writing is good. The 
same may, 1 think, be said of drawing where it ia taught. 
They do not appear to be much good at geography, but most 
of the people I meet are not sufficiently advanced to take 


up this subject.

When at the Indian School to-day I noticed two 
or three small spots in the eeiling where leaks were 
showing through. 

These are small spots and have done no damage 
yet other than slightly stain the ceiling, but they are 
the outcome of a high wind and rain storm, 

The high wind lifts the shingles and the rain 
gets in under themgand it leoks as if we would have te 
do semething to prevent the shingles blowing upe 

I have been speaking to a contractor to-day,and 
he tells me that outside of reshingling the roof the only 
thing that can be done is te go over the roof with a 
material known as "Stop a Leak" which is a mastic 
preparation, and stick down each row of shingles. 

To do this would cost in the vicinity of $50,00 

The shingles used were of a very light material 


le 258-5, part 2) 
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and they were applied I understand at the wrong time of the 
year, that is to say after the hat weather had passed. 

You will remember in former correspondence it was 
hoped that the hot weather of this year would complete the 
sticking process, but unfortunately this does not seem to 
be the case. 

The shingles used on this reof have been replaced 
in the trade here altogether the last year or two by a meh 
stiffer shingle known as "Heavy Butte". 

Subject to your judgement I am recommending that

Your favour of the 5theinst 61-1-5 on the subject 
of heat for the Sydney Indian Day School has been received. 

When at the school to-day I discussed the matter with 
the teacher,and she informed that on very cold days in the 
winter,it was once in a while hard to keep the room up to the 
required heate My own opinion is that they let the fire get 
Lowe ‘The stove man who was with me stated to me that the 
stove at present in the room should give ample heat for 
a@ room of the size in a building of as good construction as 
the school house iss 

During last Winter I frequently asked the teacher if 
the room was comfortable and her answer was invariably "yes" 

It seems that Miss McDonald the travelling has told 
her that the Public Health Dept. has approved of only one type 
of heating apparatus known as a "Sacketed Heater” at least 
that is what she called it. 

I am attaching hereto a out of the kind of furnace Net 
is being installed in the modern schools,with attachement for 
a cold air supply. If this patent arrangement is installed, the 
pipe for the outside air could be put into the basement directly 
behind the furnace,and so led to the fresh air outlet in the 
side of the wall that is to say, the furnace stands in the

It appears that there has been some correspondence 
between the Dept. and Mr MoNeil with reference to cleaning 
the ceilings and walle of the Indian Day School at Sydney. 

It further appears that he has made a recommendatiog 
to the Dept. to have the heating stove in this school moved 
over against the wall to shorten the length of stove pipe 
required,and do away to some extent with the sooting of the 
walls due to the escape from the long pipe required as the 
stove stands now. 

I looked at this school a day or two ago, and I 
am afraid that if the stove is placed over against the wall 
that the heat will not be so well distributed as it is from 
itspresent position in the centre of the room,and the stove 
pipe will stand in front of one of the black~boards. 

The ceilings and walls are pretty badly darkened 
in the class room, but,I believe that they would do for 
another season wi hou cleaning,when perhaps the work could be 
undertakem of making a thorough cleaning of the room and 
faurniture,as I am of opinion that another year the seats and 
desks would be the better of a coat of varnish,although they 
hardly require it now. 

If the stove is to stand as at present, before 
school opens we will require to have 10 links of new stove 
pipe and three elbows 2 of 90 degres and one of 45, 

New knobs are required om one door, and the out 
buildings are in need of repairs to doors,some of which 
have been broken,and require new peices set in, and some of 
the hasps are missing and should be renewed. 

In front of one of the out-buildings they have 
shoved the earth from in front down into the hol@,and a 
platform of rough poles or plank should be put in here,as the 
door,due to the ground being shoved away, is hardly 
accessible for t smaller children. 

With attention given to these things the school 
should do another winter I should think without much expense.

reason for closing the school on two days particularly 
4ndicated by the Indian Agent but establishes the fact 
that on other days the school his been closed without per- 
mission and apparently without sufficient reason. It 
was formerly not uncommon also for the geacher to place 
a substitute in charge of the school whilst he was absent 
performing his functions as a land surveyor. 

It is in my opinion sufficiently clear that the 
school has been closed frequently without proper authore 


ity from the Indian Agent’,without good excuse. 
As to the second charge,the School Inspector 


says “the progress during eight years has not been what

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“might have been expected, but this was due,first to un- 
“favourable location of the school house,it being sit- 
®uated at the extreme end of the settlement and second, 
"the irregular attendance, 

"I have only a general knowledge of the school 
"routine. I have never seen the time table,but infer from 
"the text books used,the subjects taught. Between one 
"4nspection and another the progress has not been such as 
"4t should have been if the school had been regularly 
"attended. The order in the school is not what I would 
"like to have it,but as good as I think it is possible to 


"have with Indians® 
The width of the reserve is only about a mile 


and a half so that the extreme distance to be traversed 
to the school,when it was badly located,would not exceed 
that distance for any of the children of the reserve. 


The irregulatity of the attendance at school may have been 
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due,to some extent. at least, yo uninteresting teaching ;and 
experience proves that the order in the Indian schools 
need be no less perfect then in those of whites. 

The Agent and I examined the school, therefore, 
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on October 16th and I have no hesitation in saying that 


the teacher's work has not been well directed or at all 


effective. 


As to the thé#d charge. The main fact is ad- 
mitted. In juye child was born and on September 15th 
some two months later Mr.Murphy married Miss McIsaac,. 

It was stated by the Indians that a result of the teacher's 
conduct was that they were afraid to send their girls to 
school, It was also urged that marriage was practically 
competied but I did not consider this of any importance. 
The question at issue was whether the teacher was one who 


was guided by the dictates of marality and his admission 
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seems to show that he was not. 
It is my opinion that the interests of the 
the Indians would be pest served by dispen-
